The land
batteries that guard the outer har-
bor sounded the first greeting In o
ponderous salute of 21 guns, the rifles
of a speclal squadron assembled in
his honor re-echoed the sentiment,
there were verbal greetings from the
representatives of President Roose-
velt, the army, the navy and the city
of New York, and a great crowd lined
the way in the city to see the German
sallors and the prince of Germany.

The great storm against which the
Kronprinz Wilhelm had struggled for
days, and which had glazed the At-
lantic coast in an armor of lce, had lost
its force and resigned its way to warm
sunshine and cheery blue gkles, so
there were no regrets that the soyal
guest was a full day late for the en-
tertainment provided for him.

The prince bourded the tug Nina at
2.30 p. m. yesterday to repay his calls.
He was nccompanied by one aide aud
Admiral Evans and Ensigns Evans and
Chapin. He visited the navy yard
first, called on Admiral Barker, and
then Governors Island, where ne called
on General Brooke. From CGovernurs
Island the tug proceeded to the battle-
ship Illinols, where he called on Ad-
pi‘ral Evans and inspected the ship.
JIe was received by the squadron with
the honors due to his rank, From the
1!llaols the prince returned to the jler
nt Thirty-fourth street and went on
beard the Hohenzollern.

At 1 a. m. today the prince and hils
party left for Washington.

PRINCE AT WASHINGTON

President Roosevelt Gave Elaborate
Dinner to Royal Visitor.

Washington, Feb. 25.—The dinner
given to Prince Henry by President
Roosevelt at the White House last
night closed the honors bestowed on
the royal visitor by officlal Washing-
ton yesterday. The affalr was on an
claborate scale and brought together
n most distinguished company. It was
an assemblage such as has rarely if
ever before gathered im the White
House, including the cabinet, mem-
bers of the diplomatic corps, states-
men and men famous in finance. To
accommodate the large number of
guests the dinner table was set In
the east room, the decorations of
which were on the most magnificent
scale ever attempted. An effective
and new feature of the decorations
was the electric light illumination.
Several thousand little electric lights
of all colors, and arranged in fanciful
designs, supplemented the illumina-
tion from the great chandallers. They
were hurng in artistic shapes from the
tops of the large mirrors and grace-
fully intertwined in the smilax with
which they were covered. In the mir-
rors and windows the electric light
designs were of stars and anchors, em-
blematic of Prince Henry's duties as
a sallor.

Shortly before 8 o'clock Prince
Henry arrived with Admiral Evans,
of the United States navy, in an open

Mrs. Roosevelt and Miss Roosevelt
were not present at any portion of the
evening's festivities, the company belng
limited entirely to gentlemen. Just
before the dinner there was pre-
sented to the president a large
pastel porirait of Prince Henry in
naval attire, a statuette (bust) of the
emperor and an autograph naval scale
prepared by the emperor. The bust
of the emperor shows him in the unl-
form of the corps guard, with eagle |
tipped helmet.
